ROSE HERTZ MEMORIAL 


Stone Bench Unveiled 


A store bench in memory of Mrs. Rose Hertz 
the wife of the late Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, was unveiled last Monday in the Hertz 
forest in Palestine by Mrs. Rebecca D. Siefl, the 
President of Wizo. The Hertz Forest is planted on 
J.N.F. land in Hanita, a hillside settlement close to 
the Lebanese frontier, and commands a lovely view 
of the Acre Plain and the Mediterranean Sea 

Mrs. Siefl paid a moving tribute to the unlorget- 
table personality of the late Mrs. Hertz who, she 
said, had encouraged all branches of womens 
activity in Anglo-Jewish life, and especially Wizo 
work. Addressing the members of Hanita Setue- 
ment, who were the guardians of the memorial, 
Mis. Siefl spoke of her profound admiration for 
ther sterting pioneer spirit and for the evident 
success they had achieved in that north-western 
©utpost of the Yishuv. 

Representatives of the settlement took the bench 
into their custody at the close of the ceremony

A wansport of 399 Jewish D.Ps from Germany. 
mainly craftsmen and trained farmworkers, have 
arrived in Norway. They are to live in camps, and 
will be given a three months’ course of “‘acclimatisa- 
tion.’ After five years’ residence they will be able to 
apply for Morwegian citizenship Another 200 
immugrants will jom them later 

On arrival at the port of Halden, the D.P.s were 
met by Norwegian Red Cross workers: near the 
port, im the Oslo Fjord, lies the wreck of the 
German transport ship, Danau, on which over 700 
Norwegian Jews—two-thirds ‘of the entire Jewish 
population of Norway—were taken to the death- 
camps in Germany. 

Mr. Sverre Petersen. who led the Norwegian 
selection team in Germany, told the immigrants 
‘We live in a country where justice rules, and our 
laws grant individual liberiy without racial or 
religious discrimination.

1.457 REFUGEES DEPORTED 
Must Wait Two Years In Cyprus 


our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The deportation on Saturday. the Eve of 
Shavuot. of 1457 Jewish refueees who came to 
Palestine aboard the ship Fighters of the Ghettoes, 
brings the total of Jews detained in Cyprus to 
16.150 

The newcomers must wait two years for release 
at the present monthly quota rate 

Ihey had been at sea for thirteen days when 
they were captured by the Royal Navy off the 
southern coast of Palestine 

The 400-ton three-masied schooner was packed 
so tightly that the unfortunate passengers hardly 
had room to stand. The former D.P.s came from 
Poland. Rumania. and Hungary, and a few trom 
Germany, 

A new note was rung on the euphemistic names 
of the deportation § ships Ihe Empire class 
steamers—<_omfort. Rest. Shelter, etc.—were not 
available and a former Liberty vessel, the 8,000- 
ton Runnymede Park, was used. It was a salutary 
allusion to the place where Magna Charta, 
guaranteeing individual hberties, was signed by 


Although the refugees offered no resistance to the 
boarding party at sea, and came off the boat 
docilely at Haifa, they tried to beat down what 
the official statement called the ~ protective net- 
ung erected around the deck of the deportation 
vessel. The troops turned the hoses on them and 
doused them with water 

Their is still no news of the ship Brigadier 
Frederick Kisch, which on May 17 was reported 
to be approaching Palestine. The theory is_ that 
she has either shpped through the blockade or has 
gone turther out to transfer the 4.000 refugees 
aboard her to smaller craft in order to try and 
evade the Navy's dragnet. 


STERN GANG ATTACK RAILWAYS 


Ihe. Stern Gang continued the offensive against 
ihe Palestine railways that they began last month 
with three separate attacks on Tuesday. Ramileh 
railway station, in the all-Arab town alongside the 
Jerusalem-Tel-Aviv highway, was wrecked by

attack on an Arab town as they had been warned 
by Hagana against staging outbreaks of violence 
in Jewish areas 

Other objectives attacked were a goods train 
between Benjamina and Zichron Yaaqov, and the 
railway track outside Tel-Aviv. There was shght 
damage in both cases. 

It is apparently part of the Stern Gang plan to 
cripple the railways and cause a complete suspen- 
sion of schedules. 


PETAH TIKVA AFFRAY 
Action Against Arab Band 


Hagana headquarters have issued a statement 
about the affray at Petah Tikva on Tuesday of last 
week (briefly reported on page | of our last issue) 
claiming responsibility for the attack, in which one 
Jew and one Arab were killed 

Ihe attack was not provocative, the statement 
said 

‘We want peace, but we will not tolerate indis- 
criminate killing of our people by armed men,’ the 
statement went On. 

‘In recent months, several incidents have 
occurred in which a number of Jews were attacked, 
and some killed or wounded.” 

The statement added that they had traced Arabs 
to the village café. “* Our men proceeded there late 
last night but were met with small arms fire. An 
exchange of shots followed and one Jew, Sholomo 
Miller, the leader of the raiding party, was fatally 
wounded 

Referring to the raid, a Jewish Agency 
(reports the J.T.A.), revealed that the leader of the 
Jewish party was shot through the head after he 
had entered the café and had ordered those present 
to put their hands up so that the members of the 
gang could be separated trom the others. 

he spokesman declared that Jewish forces had 
been compelled to take action since police had 
failed to curb the activities of the robber gang 
which had terrorised peaceful Arabs even more 
than it had the Jews. During the past month, he 
said, 24 Arabs and two Jews had been killed by 
the gang, and 36 Arabs and 14 Jews wounded. 
Twenty-four Arabs and five Jews had been robbed 

The Arab gangsters, the spokesman added, had 
been encouraged by the leniency of the authorities 
in dealing with Arabs found guilty of carrying arms. 
Usually, Arabs carrying rifles or pistols were sen- 
tenced to not more than one day's imprisonment, 
he stated. Jews would continue to take action in 
the future if marauders did not stop their activities, 
he asserted. 

“ We appreciate the danger of a repetition of the 
events of 1936,”" the spokesman said, “ but action 
had to be taken. otherwise the Arabs might think 
that they could start another rebellion as in 1936, 
with rmmpunity.”” 


A patrol of mounted police was fired on near 
Tiberias on Monday, reports Palcor. The police 
returned the fire and killed the two assailants, both 
ot whom were Arabs. One of them was a 
murderer, who, it is believed, had escaped from 
Acre prison. 


Cafés and cinemas in some streets of Tel-Aviv, 
including the centre of the town, are again open 
to British troops. Soldiers walking in the town 
must be armed and are advised to walk in groups 
of not less than four. 


Hapoel Hamizrachi, which has a membership of 
4,000. recently celebrated its 25th anniversary. 
The party has established 20 agricultural. settle- 
ments, with a population of nearly 5,000, on 65,000 
dunams of land, and has investments amounting to 


_ nearly £1,500,000.

LORD ISMAY’S SECRETARY 


A recent wedding that deserves more than pass- 
ing notice was that of Miss Sylvia Arnold and Mr. 
Louis Goodman. Both lived at Edgware, where 
the bridegroom was Chairman of the Mowbray 
Jewish Literary Society until the outbreak of war. 
Miss Goodman had been a civil servant in the 
othce of the Cabinet since before the outbreak 
of war. Her work there brought her into contact 
with General, now Lord, Ismay. and it was as 
his secretary that she accompanied him to the con- 
ferences of the Great Powers: at Washington, 
Quebec, and Yalta. Lord Ismay attended her 
wedding, at which he proposed one of the toasts. 


HUGO VON HOFMANNSTHAL 


Probably few of those who were present in 
Covent Garden Theatre recently recognised in a 
box the widow of thre librettist of the oe that 
was bemg performed-—“ Der Rosenkaval The 
ereat Viennese librettist and poet, Hugo von Hof- 
mannsthal dred eighteen years ago, but his widow 
survived him to become a fugitive from the Nazi 
terror. For the past eight years she has been a 
guest of this country and is now living at Oxford. 
Von Hofmannsihal was great as a poet, but his 
reputation will probably last longest as the 
libretust to Richard Strauss. 


INCREASE OR DECREASE ? 
A friend discussing anti-Semitism with me the 


other day expressed the view that it was now less 
virulent in Britain than before the war. | cited 


anti-Semitic conversations which I had heard lately 


in the smoke rooms at miy clubs, where ten years 
ago it was certainly “not done” to express such 
sentiments. My friend thought that the reason was 
that people were more frank’ to-day. and that that 
was all to the good. The East End of London, he 
poner out, was free to-day from. that anti-Jewish 
ooliganism which it suffered before the war. We 
both agreed that the Jewish people, punch-drunk 
with generations of persecution, are hyper-sensitive 
to criticism, | should be Jnterested to hear the 
opinions of readers as to whether they believe 
there has been a real increase or decrease in anti- 
Semitism in Britain.

A piquant idea was suggested in a sermon | 
heard in synagogue during Shavuot.

Spira, speaking on Sunday in the Willesden Syna- 
gogue, of which he is the Minister, dealt with the 
ancient tradition of the Jews as “ the People of the 
Book "—a tradition in danger nowadays of being 
lost. Would it not be a good idea, he asked, if a 
couple of pounds were added to each member's 
synagogue bill every year, to cover a subscription 
for say, five books of Jewish interest. It would 
not only encourage struggling Jewish scholars and 
authors but would also help to bring back a certain 
amount of Jewish culture to those homes where 
material possessions are more in evidence than 
learning. Five books a year is not very much, but 
they would form a nucleus for a suitable Jewish 
library for one’s children.

Ben-Gurion. “ We will continue to stand on the 
full Zionist programme as adopted by the Basie 
Congress and subsequently re-affirmed by the 
Agency's plenary session in Jerusalem,"’ he declared. 


Mr. Ben-Gurion has declared that his statement 
was made in his private capacity, and not as (hat- 
man of the Jewish Agency Executive.

KEEP DEATH OFF THE ROAD— LEARN THE HIGHWAY CODE 
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BERLIN JEWRY 


AS in ancient Babylon, the godless city whose inevitable 
doom was predicted by the Hebrew prophets, physical ruin 
and moral collapse have overwhelmed the once proud 
capital of the German Reich. And Berlin Jewry, whose 
close association with the city goes back for many centuries, 
has been overtaken by the cataclysm. Something of the 
present-day plight of. that historic community is revealed in 
the article from our special correspondent printed celse- 
where m this issue Even betore the advent of Nazism, it 
scarcely needed a prophet to mterpret the writing on the 
wall. Assimilation was proceeding rapidly, intermarriage 
had: become prevalent, and the birth-rate was decliming. 
Indeed, the Jewish population of Berlim, as a consciously 
Jewish Community, was kept alive only through the influx

Ol mmigrants [rom 
Fastern Europe. If the community showed such little 
inclination to perpetuate itself before 1933, there can 
scarcely be surprise that the surviving remnant now 
feel that there is no future whatsoever for them- 
selves in this city of destruction. To-day, Berlin Jewry 
consists mainly Oo! aged people, with scarcely any youth. 
Its chief source of financial revenue comes from cemetery 
dues! The Eastern European immigrants. who formerly 
gave some continuing vigour to the community 
now appear in the tragic shape of D.P.s, who dwell 
in the city’s environs in three camps. Two years after the 
Allied victory, these camps still exist, two in the American 
sector and one in the French sector. The only desire ol 
the great majority of their mmates is to go to Eretz 
Yisrael. In this. passionate longing they have the openly 
expressed support of officers of the occupation forces im 
whose charge they are placed. East European Jewry 1s no 
longer allured by this city of the West, which once exercised 
a compelling fascination upon those who so eagerly 
journeyed to dwell in it. 


in Berlin itself, the offices of the Jewish Community are 
situated in the Russian sector, although the majority of the 
Jews prefer to live in the British, American, and French 
Here in microcosm ts reflected the tragic disunity 
of our times. The victorious Powers do not effectively 
collaborate in the government of even one prostrate enemy 


city. Within its comparatively narrow confines, the home- 
less and scattered sons of Israel suffer renewed disintegra- 
tion and dispersal In this maelstrom of conflicting 


orders, no secure lodgment can be found for a people 
that bases its way of life upon the foundations of an eternal 
law. Yet despair is not the final word. Incredible as it 
might seem, all through the recent war a number of Jews 
in Berlin remained hidden by kindly neighbours. \ The 
dauntiess courage displayed by this tiny minority of Ger- 
mans, who refused to bow the Knee in worship of Nazism, 
must never be allowed to go unrecognised. It revives our 
faith in the Divine spirit implanted among men, and tn the 
ullimate triumph of the kingdom of God. 


A general feeling of repéntance, however, among the mass 
of Germans, both in Berlin and elsewhere, for the 
crimes committed under the Hitler regime is _ still 
lamentably absent. Even now the Nazi doctrine does not 
lack its advocates, who work both in the open and under- 
ground. Moreover, the eniorced Segregation that was 
formerly imposed between Jews and non-Jews has, to some 
extent, been superseded by talse and insincere claims to 
fellowship. Many baptised persons and Mischlinge, whose 
relationships with Jewry have hitherto: bsen either non- 
existent or hostile, make wrongful claims upon the com- 
munity for entirely opportunist or material ends. On the 
other hand, there are not a few tin the category of modern 
Marranos who have sullered cruel spiritual martyrdom. 
Their zeal and self-sacrifice afford remarkable evidence of 
a genuine longing to rejoin their brethren. Specially 
noticeable is the devotion with which they learn Hebrew 
and prepare themselves for a new life in Palestine. All 
sections, indeed, are united in this one resolve. 


THE CONTRACT 


4 MATTER of considerable moment to Anglo-Jewry is 
the Contract which must exist between the Electoral 
College and the Chief Rabbi, when the latter is appointed. 
The terms of the Contract have not vet been published 
and the public has no real knowledge of its contents. As 

result of this unnecessary secrecy, rumour has again 
come into full flood. One of the most unfortunate of the 
stories in circulation—-and who can blame the public for 
speculating when the policy of the “iron curtain” is 
adopted?—is that the Chief Rabbi when appointed is to 
have an Advisory Council with extraordinary powers. An 
Advisory Council whose sole function is to advise cannot 
be objectionable, provided the Chief Rabbi is left in a 
position to reject the advice should he feel that such a 
course is desirable. But to have an Advisory Council 
which will superimpose its opinions on the Chief Rabbi 
and thus force him to act in accordance with its views 


raises a Very important matter of public policy. The*Chief 
Rabbi's qualifications will be known, but what will be the 
qualifications for membership of the. Advisory Council? 
Some of the lay leaders of Orthodox Jewry in England 
are not Orthodox in their religious observances. Will 
Orthodoxy be a necessary qualification for membership? 
if there are to be restrictions or “ contrels—_on the Chief 
Rabbinate, what is to happen if the holder of the office 
ever steps over the traces and asserts his authority? Would 
those who would seek to fetter the Chief fRabbinate ever 
have the audacity, let alone the foolishness/ to ventilate the 
matter in the Courts? Any normal-minded person could 
give an immediate answer to the problem. Envisage an 
application for an injunction to restrain a Chief Rabbi 
from writing, say, to THe Times without the consent of his 
“Advisory ” Council, followed by an application to commit 
him for the breach of the injunction! In reality one knows 
that, whatever restrictions may be imposed in the Contract, 
Anglo-Jewish public opinion will always assert itself at the 
proper time in tavour of upholding the independence and 
authority of the office. One cannot, however, attack the 
authority of the Chief Rabbinate without injuring the 
occupant. The converse is equally true. The real danger 
to the community ts that the Advisory Council might 
undermine the authority and influence of the Rabbinate 
and by a process of frustration bring the Chief Rabbi's 
work and influence to naught. Grateful indeed should we 
be for the wisdom and foresight of the Founders of the 
United Synagogue, who by Clause 3eof the Deed of 
Foundation and Trust, 1871, provided: 

Form or Worship in cach of the constituent synagogues. 
and all religious observances in the constituent synagogues, and all 
matiers connected with the religious administration of the United 
Synagogue, and of its subsidiary charities, shall, subject to. the 
provision im the Scheme requiring such form ol worship to be tm 


accordance with the Polish or German ritual, be under the super- 
vision and control of e Chief Rabbi.” 


These terms must be borne in mind in regard to the 
Contract. No terms imposed in it, as far as the United 
Synagogue is concerned, can override that Clause, a.nd any 
attempt to do so would be ultra vires. 


We have in the past u~ged that the Council of the United 
Synagogue, who by Cluuse 8 of the Deed of Foundation 
and Trust are made responsible not merely for the constitu- 
tion of the Electoral College but also for “all details 
connected therewith,” should be forthwith convened—if 
necessary by a requisitioned meeting—in order to consider, 
among other matters, the terms of the Contract. The 
independence of the Chief Rabbinate is a matter which ts 
vital to the welfare of Anglo-Jewry. It must never be 
permitted to come under the dominance of any group or 
movement, whether it be Woburn House or Great Russell 
Street or any other. The major Jewish Communaty in 
Europe requires someone as its spiritual head whose loyalty 
must be given equally to all sections of the community he 
serves and whose independence from outside interference 
is guaranteed. 


“AUSTERITY SCHEME 

A Few months ago, the scheme that was then advanced for 
the observance of greater austerity in the catering of Jewish 
celebrations was commended, in these columns, to the com- 
munity for its support. The scheme had the agreement of all 
the interests concerned—the Board of Deputies Defence 
Committee, the Beth Din, the Kashrus Commission, the Trades 
Advisory Council, and representatives of the catering industry. 
In the present circumstances of Britai’s economic stress. and 
strain, there exists a natural feeling that any lavish ostentation 
must. be injurious to the country’s welfare and should be 
avoided by all good citizens. The scheme in question seemed 
an excellent means of ensuring the practical enforcement of a 
commonly recognised obligation, although, of course, its 
details were open to amendment in the light of experience. 
lt was accepted with good grace by the majority of the public 
and of the caterers, and the prolongation of economic strin- 
gency makes its continued operation more than ever desirable. 
Unfortunately, quite unnecessary difficulties have been raised 
by selfish people who are unmindful of the responsibilities— 
and, if need be, the sacrifices—which the times impose upon 
us all. Certain members of the public and of the catering 
industry have contravened both the spirit and the letter of the 
agreement. Occasionally, real difficulties may be involved, as 
was suggested at the monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies, 
but these could easily be adjusted with good will, self- 
discipline, and regard for the community's true welfare. It is 
impossible to suppose that religious, charitable, or soeial 
endeavours would suffer through restrictions on dinners. The 
history of Jewish philanthropy and faith disposes of the idea 
immediately. Apart from its main purpose, several positive 
advantages would incidentally accrue from these restrictions 
on appetite. The scandal of the poultry “ racket,” for instance, 
might well be alleviated. Compared with the privations of 
Continental peoples, it may well be doubted whether the term 
* austerity ” is not perhaps a misnomer. 


RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 

OVER a year ago a special Commission was set up by the 
United Nations to formulate an International Bill of Human 
Richts and to establish effective machinery for the enforcement 
of its provisions. The British Government has strongly supported 
these proposals, although no international agreement has un- 
forunately yet been reached. But a drafting commission is to 
meet shortly in New York, to be followed by a session of the 
Human Rights Commission, It is most gratifying to know that 
influential public opinion in this country is increasingly realising 
ihe urgency of this matter. Almost simultaneously with the 
work of the drafting commission, an International Conference 
on Human Rights is to be held in London under the auspices of 
the National Council for Civil Liberties. Recently, the British 
Council of Churches, at a meeting presided over by the Arch-

WOMEN’S WORK 


IN our communal endeavours, the women’s orgainmaton 
nowadays exert an influence of ever-increasing importance. 
The manifold activities of the enthusiastic supporters of Wire 
in this country have frequently been mentioned, There are 
other bodies, engaged in work of still closer domestic concer, 
which likewise deserve deep gratitude for their grand record 
of service. One of these bodies is the League of Jewish 
Women, which, in four short years, has already made a notable 
contribution to Anglo-Jewish life. Some of its philanthropx 
activities were enumerated at the annual meeting reported last 
weck. These include assistance for the Children’s Marrainage 
Scheme, the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, the Wellare 
Department of the Jewish Board of Guardians, the L.C.C. Care 
Committee Department, and the General Committee for the 
Religious Welfare of Refugee Children, Groups which have 
been formed throughout the country are specially active on 
behalf of local hospitals. An excellent rule of the League— 
which might well be followed by several men’s organisations— 
is that the President shall not hold office for more than three 
consecutive years. Accordingly, Lady Hartog, a veteran and 
distinguished worker in public service, has retired from the 
office in which she has so successfully guided the Leagues 
initial efforts. It is good to know that, in order to avoid. 
overlapping, the League keeps in consultation with the Unien 
of Jewish Women, which for 45 years has rendered such com

SHOCHETIM 
The Agudah’s Claim 
To the Editor of Tue Jew: 4H CHronicre 


Sir,— During the past few months the affairs of 
Shechita have, thanks to the publicity aflorded by 
you. loomed large in the public eve. As the out- 
come of the findings of the commission of tnquiry, 
serious discerd appears to have developed in the 
“upper reaches. Certain high officials of the 
Board have been severely censured and even the 
hon. officers seem to have been brought down in 
the general debacle. Ihe repercussions of this 
upheaval are now being felt in the “ lower reaches,” 
and the Shochettm and Shomerim are now 
involved the general mélée [he Shochetim

The ‘immediate issue between the Board and the 
Agudah ts the appointment of an Investigating 
Officer We wish to make tt clear at this stage 
that the Agudah has neither the wish nor the 
intention to miertere with the Board s prerogauve, 
nor does it seek any honour or self-aggrandisement. 
The methods employed in. the past were used only 
after the complete. breakdown and failure of alt 
other conceivable methods They were the only 
methods possible to rectify an rmtolerable state of 
afiairs The Agudah feels further that these €acCilons, 
regrettable as they were in themselves, were amply 
vindicated by subsequent events and the sweeping 
denunciations of the commission of inquiry It 
1s the results of this bitter capcrience of the past 
that prompt the Agudah to assert here and now 
with all the power Hu can command that it deems 
the appointment of an Investigating Officer a matter 
of vital importance, that ut will swerve neither to 
the right. nor to the teft, spurning aii oflers. ol 
compromise, in its determination to assert its 
right of a voice in Such an appointment. We have 
ample facts at our disposal to prove incontestabls 
that it was the obstinacy of the admumstrative 
staff alone that prevented an early settiement 
between the Board and the Agudah. Above all, 
there arises the question as to whether a body al 
laymen its competent to decide on the qualifica- 
tions of an administrative officer in questions of 
Shechita.. where the «demarcation line between 
administrative aflairs and Kashrut is so elusive and 
indefinable. A good deal of the trouble in the 
past has been brought about by a certain outlook 
and conception of Shechita held by the administra- 
tive officials and it is this erroneous conception of 
Shochetim and Shechita that the Agudah will 
oppose with all the considerable power at its 
disposal and will command, too, the full respect 
and support of the public when the facts will 
eventually become known 

We would, however, point out that the power 
of the Agudah is not wielded by irresponsible 
people Ihe Agudah has no “intention of 
brandishing the sword.” I[t.is fully conscious 
of is responsibilitres to a long-suffering Jewish 
public. We can, as responsible representatives of 
the Agudah. convey to the public the assurance 
that the words “to consider the immediate cessa- 
tion of work ” were meant in a strictly legal sense. 
The Agudah feels confident that, with the facts at 
its disposal, its claim for a voice in the appoint- 
ment of an Investigating Officer, as well as its 
request for representation on the Board, put for- 
ward as far back as 20 years ago, will be 
recognised, and that the results of this dispute will 
be very much in its favour, as has invariably 
happened in all previous disputes. ;

WATCH ON FASCISTS 
Defence Officials’ “ Ignorance ” 


Surprise. at the “ignorance of some local 
Defence Committee officials ’’ about Fascists and 
their activities was expressed by Mr. D. Spector. 
when he spoke at a rally of the West London 
Group of the Association of Jewish Ex-Service- 
men at Woburn House last week 
Mr. Spector said that a chairman of a Defence 
Committee had asked him whether a. well-known 
anti-Semite was a member of the Jewish Com- 
munity 

The Chairman of the West London Group, Mr 
Sydney Lloyd, stated that the membership of their 
branch was about 300, but only about 30 mem- 
bers were active He appealed for more helpers, 
not only as speakers but to assist in clerical and 
other work. 

Referring to the new constitution which had 
been drawn up, Mr. Bernard B. Gillis said that 
at the end of the war their constitution did not 
allow members of the Association outside London 
to participate in the voting of a committee. To 
alter this a sub-committee was appointed last year 
and as a result rules were drafted so that each 
local body had its own self-government. This 
provided a measure of federal unity and was the 
basis of the new constitution 

Mr. Gillis announced that briefing and dis- 
cussion circles were to be started on June 4 at the 
Hendon Synagogue Hall. These classes were not 
only for potential speakers but for any person 
who wished to have an up-to-date knowledge of 
Fascist tactics. 

A viciously anti-Semitic pamphlet was brought 
to the notice of the rally by Mr. James Cowan, 
the chairman of the local Anti-Defamation sub- 
committee, who said that the Association were 
trying to trace the printers 

Mr. Sydney J. Rosette, Vice-Chairman of the 
West London Group, speaking on the welfare 
work of the Association, said that the Associa- 
tion did not put ex-Servicemen into jobs, but 
provided the necessary introductions.
